WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama on 
Thursday added $50 million 
to fight AIDS in the United 
States and launched efforts to 
treat two million more people 
abroad. 

"We can beat this disease,” 
Obama said at an event to 
mark World AIDS Day which 
included speeches by satellite 


from former presidents Bill 
Clinton and George W. Bush 
and appearances by U2 
singer Bono and pop-soul 
singer Alicia Keys. 

”We have saved so many 
lives, let’s finish the fight.” 

About 1.2 million Ameri¬ 
cans are among the 34 mil¬ 
lion people worldwide who 
were living with HIV/AIDS 
in 2010, a year when 1.8 mil¬ 
lion people died, down from 
a peak of 2.2 million five 
years earlier. 

Despite many advances in 
treatment and survival since 
the epidemic first surfaced 30 
years ago, a UN report said 
this week that funding 
dropped to $15 billion glob¬ 
ally last year, down from 
$15.9 billion in 2009. 

Experts say that is well 
short of the $24 billion 
needed by 2015 to mount an 
effective global response. 

Obama also appealed to 
global partners, including 
China, to step up their efforts 
to end AIDS. 

”Here ? s my message to 
everyone out there. To the 
global community — join us,” 
he said.

Informative and Thoughtful 

Harold D. Malmberg’s notes from the 
PFTSA Seminar 



During the recent PFTSA 
seminar Harold Malmberg, 
President and Chairman of 
the Board of De Palm Tours 
addressed the forum, congre¬ 
gating for an informative af¬ 
ternoon at the Holiday Inn 
Sunspree. Malmberg, one of 
the island’s visionary pio¬ 
neers and entrepreneurs com¬ 
mented on the Mandatory 
Pension law which will be 
coming into effect on January 
1st, 2012, and will enforce 
saving for old age with the 
participation of the employee 


and the employer. 

Malmberg began his dis¬ 
course informing his audi¬ 
ence as to the reasons why 
his company became a 
founder of the Aruba Hotel 
and Tourism Association 
Pension Fund. It all started, 
he explained, with a very 
close relative, who left Lago 
Oil & Transport Company 
after 25 years of service, with 
a pension of US$ 58.00 per 
month. 

Shortly thereafter, the 
closing of the refinery in 


1985 followed a result of 
which De Palm Tours 
started receiving job appli¬ 
cations from among the 
laid-off workers. What par¬ 
ticularly drew Malmberg’s 
attention was the fact that 
many job-seekers were ei¬ 
ther close to, or older than 
60. Many had worked for 
the refinery for more than 
30 years. But they all re¬ 
ported they could not sur¬ 
vive on their pension 
averaging 100 florin per 
month and that the AOV al¬ 
lowance sponsored by the 
government was not 
enough either. When asked if 
they had saved anything dur¬ 
ing their 30 years of employ¬ 
ment, very few answered 
positively. 

The realization that there 
was a real need for a pension 
fund, inspired the Malmberg 
family, as they felt a moral 
obligation to take an initia¬ 
tive and assist employees 
with saving for old age. After 
Lago’s departure tourism be¬ 
came the only economic pil¬ 
lar, until the consequent 
reopening of the refinery 
under new ownership. As 
tourism development acceler¬ 
ated and more hotels were 
built in a short period of time, 
Rory Arends, then at the head 
of AHATA, and Anselmo 
Pontilius, also found the es¬ 
tablishment of a Pension 
Fund important. The core 
founding team recruited more 
believers, with other AHATA 
Board Members such as 
Willy Cramer and Ed Mal¬ 
one, coming on board. 

It gives me great pleasure, 
says Malmberg to see how 


successful the fund is, among 
the first in the Caribbean, and 
our tourism industry volun¬ 
tarily embraced it and made 
it work. 

Needless to say, at De 
Palm Tours, some young em¬ 
ployees voiced objections to 
saving, which had to be over¬ 
come. Younger workers did 
not see a need for a Pension 
Fund and refused to look 
down the road, ahead into the 
future. Some even claimed 
that they would die young 
and others just nipped the 
idea of saving in the bud. 
Thus the only solution was to 
make it mandatory for all em¬ 
ployees, force workers of all 
ages to join the fund when 
entering De Palm Tour’s 
service. 

Older employees also 
voiced objections. They told 
the company that they were 
too old and did not have 
enough time available to ac¬ 
cumulate a reasonable 
amount of money to carry 
them through old age, so 
most of them refused to join. 
Others claimed that they had 
saved on their own for their 
retirement and did not need 
to join the fund. As the com¬ 
pany asked for proof of sav¬ 
ings, it caused unfortunate 


arguments. Eventually, work¬ 
ers at De Palm Tours agreed 
on an age that would absolve 
mandatory membership, and 
those older than that age were 
released from joining the 
fund. The younger ones fell 
under the mandatory rule. 

Meanwhile as time went 
by, Malmberg explains, sev¬ 
eral of De Palm Tours em¬ 
ployees already reached the 
age of pension and are col¬ 
lecting theirs, which in con¬ 
junction with AOV gives 
them a reasonable income. 

The company also has 
older employees who are 
now on pension, who never 
joined the plan, because of 
their high age. Those were 
kept on the payroll for the 
rest of their lives as com¬ 
pany-sponsored “pensiona- 
dos”. Most of them have 
worked for De Palm Tours 
for 30 + years and have been 
through good and bad times. 
The company is very proud 
of their achievement, and is 
holding on to them, Malm¬ 
berg stated. 

In closing his address at 
the pension fund seminar 
Malmberg reiterated: “I am 
in full support of the law, be¬ 
cause it is morally the right 
thing to do!”

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New WikiLeaks 'spy files' show 
global surveillance industry 


Germany says no 
evidence of Iranian threat 
to US targets 


LONDON (AFP) - Wik¬ 
iLeaks founder Julian As¬ 
sange launched the website's 
new project Thursday, the 
publication of files it claims 
shows a global industry that 
gives dictatorships tools to 
spy on their citizens. 

In parallel to Assange's an¬ 
nouncement, Wikileaks' part¬ 
ner Owni.fr released 
evidence that a French firm 
helped Moamer Kadhafi's 
former Libyan regime spy on 
opposition figures living in 
exile in Britain. 

It had already been re¬ 
vealed that the electronics 
firm, Amesys, had worked 
with the Libyan regime — and 


French rights groups are at¬ 
tempting to take the group to 
court — but Owni's files will 
prove embarrassing. 

They appear to show that 
a manual provided to Libya 
to operate a "massive Internet 
surveillance" set-up known 
as the Eagle system included 
the email addresses and pseu¬ 
donyms of opposition lead¬ 
ers. 

One of them, 74-year-old 
writer Mahmud Al-Naku, 
campaigned against Kadhafi 
in exile and has now been 
named his country's ambassa¬ 
dor to London by the victori¬ 
ous new former rebel 
government. 


Another figure on the sur¬ 
veillance list was Atia Law- 
gali, 60, who has since been 
named Libya's new minister 
of culture. Several more 
Libyan and western figures 
are on the list, contained in a 
leaked screenshot. 

Kadhafi's regime has been 
accused of sending agents to 
harass and even kill opposi¬ 
tion figures in exile. 

Owni also published the 
user manual provided to the 
Libyans to operate their Inter¬ 
net spying system, which it 
boasts can intercept emails 
and webmail, VOIP calls, in¬ 
stant messages and search en¬ 
gine requests. 

Contacted by AFP, Amesys 
said that Libya had been under 
no trade embargo after 2003, 
and that a number of French 
and international companies 
had done business with Kad¬ 
hafi's govemment.The Wik- 
ileaks files reveal the activities 
of about 160 companies in 25 
countries which develop tech¬ 
nologies to allow the tracking 
and monitoring of individuals 
by their mobile phones, email 
and Internet browsing histo¬ 
ries. 

"Today we release over 
287 files documenting the re¬ 
ality of the international mass 
surveillance industry — an in¬ 
dustry which now sells 
equipment to dictators and 
democracies alike in order to 
intercept entire populations," 
Assange told reporters in 
London. 

Assange has been in 
Britain for the past year fight¬ 
ing extradition to Sweden for 
questioning on allegations of 
rape and sexual assault, liv¬ 
ing under tight bail condi¬ 
tions. His case is due to come 
up again on Monday. 

The documents on the 
website, 
http://wikileaks.org/the-spy- 
files.html, include manuals 
for surveillance products sold 
to repressive Arab regimes. 


KARLSRUHE (AFP) - In¬ 
vestigations yielded no evi¬ 
dence to back up claims that 
Iran was planning to attack 
American targets on German 
soil, the federal prosecution 
service said Thursday. 

"There is the beginning of 
a suspicion of an espionage ac¬ 
tivity for the purposes of sab¬ 
otage. There were 
investigations which failed to 
support this suspicion," a pros¬ 
ecution spokesman told AFP. 

Mass circulation daily 
Bild earlier reported that 
Tehran had drawn up plans to 
attack US forces in Germany 
to disrupt logistics and supply 
lines in the event of US mili¬ 
tary action against Tehran. 


LJUBLJANA (AFP) - A 
Slovenian court has ruled 
against a Catholic priest and 
for the first time ordered the 
Church to pay 50,000 euros 
in compensation to a woman 
who was abused when she 
was seven, Slovenian media 
reported Thursday. 

The Maribor district court 
ruled that the city's archdio¬ 
cese, the Celje diocese and 
the Artice parish must com¬ 
pensate the abuse victim, 
rather than the priest, who 
died in 2007, news webpage 
24ur reported quoting the 
victim's lawyer Roc Ceferin. 

"This verdict sets a prece¬ 
dent for children who were

EU beefs up Iran sanctions, 
eyes oil and finance in 2012 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean Union, piling pressure 
on Iran after an attack on the 
British embassy, beefed up 
sanctions Thursday over 
Tehran's nuclear programme 
and threatened to hit its oil 
and finances next. 

Expressing "deepening 
concerns" on the nature of 
Iran's nuclear activities, EU 
foreign ministers meeting in 
Brussels slapped sanctions on 
an extra 143 firms and 37 in¬ 
dividuals. 

The measures follow the 
publication last month of a 
report on Iran's nuclear sector 
by the International Atomic 
Energy Agency (IAEA). 

With some European na¬ 
tions demanding even 
harsher action, a statement 
from the ministers threatened 
to "extend the scope" of puni¬ 
tive action to strike at 
Tehran's economic heart. 

It said the EU would ex¬ 


amine measures targeting the 
financial system, energy and 
transport by late January. 

"The EU made very clear 
that it will not bow to Iran's 
intimidation and bullying tac¬ 
tics," said British Foreign 
Secretary William Hague. 

"We will not back down," 
he added, as French Foreign 
Minister Alain Juppe said the 
EU was eyeing "unprece¬ 
dented" new measures. 

The White House wel¬ 
comed the EU sanctions, say¬ 
ing "these steps signal once 
again the resolve of the inter¬ 
national community to ad¬ 
dress ... the continued failure 
of the Iranian regime to meet 
its international obligations". 

The crisis-hit EU is deeply 
split over slapping an oil em¬ 
bargo on Iran as well as calls 
by some, including Britain, to 
place an assets freeze on its 
central bank. 

In Washington, US offi¬ 


cials concerned about a pos¬ 
sible fallout from sanctions 
gave only cautious backing 
for "appropriately timed" 
measures against the Central 
Bank of Iran. 

While Britain, France, 
Germany and Sweden favour 
barring oil purchases from 
Iran, several EU countries are 
major buyers and "Greece 
has expressed some reserva¬ 
tions", Juppe said. 

Spain, Europe's top im¬ 
porter of Iranian crude, said 
postponing a decision by sev¬ 
eral weeks was appropriate. 
"Spain will be able to seek al¬ 
ternatives," said Foreign 
Minister Trinidad Jimenez. 

Oil from Iran in 2010 
amounted to 5.8 percent of 
total EU imports, making 
Tehran the bloc's fifth-largest 
supplier after Russia, Nor¬ 
way, Libya and Saudi Arabia. 

Spain represents 14.6 per¬ 
cent of Iranian oil imports to 
Europe, Greece 14.0 and 
Italy 13.1 percent. 

A Spanish diplomatic 
source said the foreign min¬ 
istry has delayed the depar¬ 
ture of its new ambassador to 
Tehran amid consultations" 
on the Iranian situation. 

German Foreign Minister 
Guido Westerwelle said Iran 
faces a choice "between seri¬ 
ous (nuclear) cooperation and 
international isolation." 

Much of the international 
community fears Iran's nu¬ 
clear programme masks a 
drive for a weapons capability, 
though Tehran insists it serves 
peaceful civilian energy and 
medical purposes only. 

Before the new sanctions, 
the EU had already frozen the 
assets of 290 Iranian firms 
and 76 people. In July last 
year, it adopted measures 
aimed at preventing new in¬ 
vestment, technical assis¬ 
tance and technology 
transfers, particularly those 
pertaining to producing and 
refining gas.

Gingrich gallops to huge 
lead over Romney: poll 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican White House hope¬ 
ful Newt Gingrich has 
widened his lead over his ri¬ 
vals, according to a survey 
released Thursday showing 
him with more than twice the 
support given to Mitt Rom¬ 
ney. 

Gingrich — the former 
House speaker who in recent 
days has surged in the polls - 
- received 38 percent support 
from respondents in a tele¬ 
phone survey of likely Re¬ 
publican primary voters 
conducted by the Rasmussen 
poll organization. 

That lead is the biggest at¬ 
tained by any Republican 
presidential candidate so far 
in roiling pre-primary jockey¬ 
ing that has seen several con¬ 
tenders claim the frontrunner 
mantle, only to fall back a 
few weeks later. 


Most surprising, however, 
is the huge gap separating 
Gingrich and Romney, who 
earned just 17 percent in the 
Rasmussen poll. 

Romney, a former Massa¬ 
chusetts governor who con¬ 
sistently has been among the 
top Republican presidential 
contenders throughout the 
pre-primary season, had been 
deemed by many to be the 
default frontrunner. 

The result confirms a 
Quinnipiac University survey 
of Republican voters that 
showed Gingrich pulling 
ahead of Romney by a com¬ 
manding 49 percent versus 
39 percent. 

Other polls from individ¬ 
ual US states also confirm the 
trend of voter support break¬ 
ing decidedly in favor of the 
former Georgia congressman. 

Gingrich's rise in the polls, 
thanks in part to some strong 
debate performances, has 
been meteoric: as recently as 
November 2, the 6 8-year old 
former lawmaker earned just 
10 percent support, according 
to Quinnipiac. 

The former congressman 
earned a boost at the week¬ 
end when he picked up a 
major newspaper endorse¬ 
ment in the pivotal US state 
of New Hampshire.

HIV drives families into 'irreversible 


poverty': UN 



BANGKOK (AFP) - Tens of 
thousands of HIV-affected 
households in Asia are facing 
"irreversible poverty” be¬ 
cause of the cost of living 
with the disease, with women 
and children hardest hit, a 
UN report said Thursday. 

Catastrophic healthcare 
costs and the loss of employ¬ 
ment opportunities due to 
widespread discrimination 
mean that many HIV-positive 
households across the region 
are in "rapid socio-economic 
decline," the report said. 

"Without intervention, 
many (HIV-affected families) 
will slip into irreversible 
poverty," the UN Develop¬ 
ment Programme's deputy re¬ 
gional director Nicolas 


Rosellini said in a statement 
released Thursday. 

He called on regional gov¬ 
ernments to do more to miti¬ 
gate the socio-economic 
impact of the disease, which 
drives many families into 
debt traps, locking their chil¬ 
dren into a lifetime of 
poverty. 

The extra costs faced by 
HIV-affected households 
make it harder for parents to 
pay for their children's educa¬ 
tion, with school dropout 
rates far higher for such fam¬ 
ilies across the region, the re¬ 
port found. 

The disease also "dispro¬ 
portionately affects women 
and girls" who are biologi¬ 
cally more vulnerable to in¬ 
fection, have more limited 
access to treatment and usu¬ 
ally take on the bulk of re¬ 
sponsibility for caring for 
affected individuals, it found. 

In countries like India, In¬ 
donesia and Vietnam, HIV- 
affected families spend up to 
three times more on health¬ 
care costs than the average, 
according to the report, 
which examined some 
17,000 households across 
Asia. 

Cambodia is the only 
country in Asia where house¬ 
holds' health expenditure as a 
percentage of their overall

consumption is not substan¬ 
tially higher for HIV-affected 
families due to the wide¬ 
spread government provision 
of antiretroviral treatment, 
the report said. 

The UN estimates some 34 
million people worldwide 
lived with HIV last year, 
while improved treatment has 
meant that the number of 
AIDS-linked deaths has 
steadily dropped from a peak 
of 2.2 million in 2005 to 1.8 
million last year. 

About half of those eligi¬ 
ble for treatment are now re¬ 
ceiving it, something that 
saved the lives of 700,000 
people in 2010, the UN has 
said. 

"Yet the challenge is far 
from over," Samlee Plian- 
bangchang, regional director 
of the World Health Organi¬ 
sation, wrote in an opinion 
piece in the Bangkok Post 
Thursday. 

"The impact on women 
and children is devastating. 
An estimated 1.3 million 
women aged 15 and above 
currently live with HIV" in 
Asia, he wrote, adding that 
the number of children living 
with HIV had risen 46 per¬ 
cent from 2001 to 2009. 

The main drivers of the 
spread of HIV are unsafe sex 
and drug injection, with five 
countries — Myanmar, India, 
Indonesia, Nepal and Thai¬ 
land — accounting for the ma¬ 
jority of the disease burden in 
the region, he said.

HIV Virus 
still increasing 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
New cases of HIV have lev¬ 
eled off at about 50,000 in the 
United States each year, with 
16,000 people dying annually 
of AIDS. 

President Obama said a 
$15 million of the new fund¬ 
ing would go to support HIV 
medical clinics and $35 mil¬ 
lion was earmarked for the 
state AIDS drug assistance 
programs. 

In Europe, 27,116 new 
cases of HIV infections were 
reported last year, an increase 
of around four percent from 
2009. 

In the United States, black 
men who have sex with men 
are a particularly high-risk 
group, with African-Ameri¬ 
can gay males accounting for 
27 percent of all new infec¬ 


tions in the United States, ac¬ 
cording to CDC data. 

According to the latest UN 
figures, about 34 million peo¬ 
ple in the world were infected 
with HIV/AIDS in 2010 and 
1.8 million people died, 
down from a peak of 2.2 mil¬ 
lion in 2005.

Permafrost loss worse climate 
peril than thought

(AFP) - More than half of all 
carbon pollution released into 
the atmosphere comes from 
five countries, according to a 
national ranking of green¬ 
house gas emissions released 
Thursday. 

The first 10 countries on the 
list, made available during UN 
climate talks in Durban, South 
Africa, account for two-thirds 
of global emissions, said the 
report, compiled by British- 
based firm Maplecroft, spe¬ 
cialists in risk analysis. 

China, the United States, 
India, Russia and Japan top 
the ranking, with Brazil, Ger¬ 
many, Canada, Mexico and 
Iran just behind. 

Three of the top six nations 
are energy-hungry emerging 
giants developing their 
economies at breakneck 
speed. 

China, which eclipsed the 
United States several years 
ago to head the list, produced 
9,441 megatons of C02 
equivalent (C02e), a measure 
that combines C02 with other 
heat-trapping gases such as 
methane and nitrous oxide. 

The method of calculation 
used combines 2009 figures 
for energy consumption with 
estimated numbers for 2010. 

The majority of the coun¬ 
tries’ emissions are carbon 
dioxide, thanks to massive en¬ 
ergy demand. Renewable en¬ 
ergy use is increasing, but 
remains dwarfed by fossil fuel 
use. 

India produced 2272.45 
megatons of C02e, a signifi¬ 
cant portion from methane 


generated by agriculture. 

Brazil’s output of 1,144 
megatons from energy use 
would be significantly higher 
if deforestation were taken 
into account. 

Among advanced 

economies, the United States - 
-No. 1 among large nations 
for per capita emissions — pro¬ 
duced 6,539 megatons of 
C02e. 

Russia, at 1,963 megatons, 
ranked fourth. Its emissions 
dropped after the collapse of 
the Soviet Union, but are ex¬ 
pected to rise. 

In Japan, where output was 
at 1,203 megatonnes of C02e, 
safety fears over nuclear 
power could lead to a greater 
reliance on fossil fuels — and 
a spike in carbon emissions, 
Laws said. 

He noted, however, that the 
Japanese government has an¬ 
nounced their intention to fill 
the energy gap with renewable 
energy sources. 

The index of 176 nations 
ranks countries based on the 
total annual level of green¬ 
house gas emissions, combin¬ 
ing data on C02 emissions 
from energy use and non-C02 
emissions. 

Data comes from several 
sources, including the US En¬ 
ergy Information Administra¬ 
tion and the US 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

The 194-nation negotia¬ 
tions in Durban, under the UN 
Framework Convention on 
Climate Change (UNFCCC), 
run until December 9. 


PARIS (AFP) - The threat to 
climate change posed by thaw¬ 
ing permafrost, which could 
release stocks of stored car¬ 
bon, is greater than estimated, 
a group of scientists said. 

By 2100, the amount of car¬ 
bon released by permafrost 
loss could be ”1.7-5.2 times 
larger than those reported,” de¬ 
pending on how swiftly Earth's 
surface warms, they said. 

In volume terms, this is 
about the same as the amount 
of greenhouse gases released 
today from deforestation, they 
said. 

But the impact on climate 
could be 2.5 times greater, as 
much of the gas will be 
methane, which is 25 times 
more efficient at trapping solar 
heat than carbon dioxide 
(C02), they said. 

Deforestation today ac¬ 
counts for up to 20 percent of 
total greenhouse-gas emis¬ 
sions that contribute to global 
warming. 

The study, published in the 
British journal Nature, coin¬ 
cides with a 12-day UN con¬ 
ference on climate change, 
unfolding in Durban, South 
Africa. 

It touches on one of the 
biggest sources of concern, but 
also a major area of uncer¬ 
tainty, in climate science. 

Permanently iced land cov¬ 
ers around a quarter of the land 
in the northern hemisphere. 

In essence, it is a carbon 
store, holding in icy stasis the 


organic remains of plants and 
animals that died millions of 
years ago. 

The worry is that as temper¬ 
atures rise, the soils defrost, 
microbes decompose the an¬ 
cient carbon and release 
methane and C02 to the at¬ 
mosphere. 

Documented evidence sug¬ 
gests this is already happening 
in parts of the tundra and at the 
perimeter of ice lakes. 

Release of the gas adds to 
the greenhouse effect, which 
stokes warming and thus 
causes more permafrost to 
thaw — in other words, a vi¬ 
cious circle, or "positive feed¬ 
back” in climate-speak, 
results. 

In their article, 41 interna¬ 
tional scientists who work in 
the Permafrost Carbon Re¬ 
search Network said the poten¬ 
tial stocks of stored carbon 
were bigger than thought. 

This is because of a fresh 
look at how the inventory is 
calculated, they explained. 


Until now, experts meas¬ 
ured carbon in the top one 
metre (3.25 feet) of per¬ 
mafrost, but in some places, 
the deposits are many times 
deeper because of the freeze- 
thaw cycle and the way or¬ 
ganic sediment is deposited. 

"The latest estimate is that 
some 18.8 million square kilo¬ 
meters (7.25 million square 
miles) of northern soils hold 
about 1,700 billion tonnes of 
organic carbon,” they write. 

"That is about four times 
more than all the carbon emitted 
by human activity in modem 
times and twice as much as is 
present in the atmosphere now.” 

Only part of this carbon 
would be released, depending 
on the scenario for warming. 

The team used four well- 
known scenarios. The lowest 
saw 1.5 degrees Celsius (2.7 
degrees Fahrenheit) of Arctic 
warming by 2040 compared to 
the average for 1985-2004, 
which ramped up to 2 C (3.6 
F) by 2100.

Battle begins 
over 'reffounding* 
of Europe 


PARIS (AFP) - The European 
Union began a nine-day bat¬ 
tle on Thursday over federal- 
style changes to save the 
debt-saddled eurozone, with 
French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy saying that Europe 
needs to be "refounded”. 

In a landmark address in 
front of 5,000 supporters, 
Sarkozy said he would meet 
his German counterpart 
Chancellor Angela Merkel on 
Monday to agree upon and 
announce a joint plan to take 
to the EU summit on Decem¬ 
ber 8 and 9. 

The French leader warned 
the developed world was en¬ 
tering a "new economic 
cycle" dominated by debt re¬ 
duction, and thus of tough 
times ahead. 

"Europe will have to make 
crucial choices in the weeks 
to come," he warned in the 
southern port city of Toulon, 
adding: "Europe is not a 
choice, it is a necessity, but it 
needs to be rethought, re¬ 
founded." 

Merkel is to lay down her 
vision of how the EU should 
work, and her conditions, in a 
speech to the Bundestag 
lower house of parliament on 
Friday. 

"France is fighting with 
Germany for a new treaty. 
More discipline, more soli¬ 
darity, more responsibility ... 
true economic government," 
said Sarkozy, urging mem¬ 
bers to adopt a "Golden Rule" 
obliging them to balance 
their budgets. 

The stability of the euro¬ 
zone economy has been 
rocked by a sovereign debt 
crisis spreading from the eu¬ 
rozone's highly indebted pe¬ 
ripheral states like Greece 
and Ireland towards major 
economies such as Spain and 
Italy. 

European leaders have 
struggled to convince mar- 
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kets that they will be able to 
stave off the risk of a massive 
default that could bring down 
banks, cause a global credit 
crunch and bring down their 
single currency. 

Next week's Brussels 
summit is now seen as key to 
halting the crisis. 

The European Central 
Bank and Bank of England 
cooled the air after shock ac¬ 
tion by central banks to shore 
up the global financial sys¬ 
tem boosted markets on 
Wednesday. 

The new ECB president 
Mario Draghi sent a strong 
message that there is no 
magic wand, telling the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament that the cen¬ 
tral bank will not act beyond 
rules laid down by EU 
treaties and that its purchas¬ 
ing of devalued government 
bonds is "temporary and lim¬ 
ited". 

The bank "should not be 
asked to do things that are not 
within the treaty", he told the 
European Parliament. "It 
would be not legal, but also a 
mistake because... it would 
undermine the credibility in 
the ECB," he added. 

Bank of England governor 
Mervyn King said that joint 
central bank action launched 
on Wednesday was merely 
"some temporary relief to liq¬ 
uidity problems" and that the 
underlying causes had to be 
"tackled directly by the gov¬ 
ernments involved". 

Britain is not a member of 
the eurozone, but as a mem¬ 
ber of the European Union 
and a financial centre, is 
highly exposed to the euro¬ 
zone debt crisis, and King 
said the BoE had prepared a 
plan in case the single cur¬ 
rency area breaks up. 

Germany strongly backs the 
ECB line, arguing that the first 
condition of a solution to the 
debt crisis is cast-iron federal- 
type corsets controlling na¬ 
tional budgets and economic 
reforms to release growth. 

"What we need first and 
foremost are automatic sanc¬ 
tions when (budget) stability 
rules are broken," said Ger¬ 
man Minister Guido Wester- 
welle. 

France however has 
pushed for the ECB to act as 
a lender of a last resort to eu¬ 
rozone governments to en¬ 
sure that panicky markets do 
not push states into into insol¬ 
vency.

HAVANA (AFP) - Cuba on 
Thursday began its annual 
sugar harvest hoping that re¬ 
cent reforms will increase 
output for an industry that 
was once a showpiece of the 
c ommuni s t government's 
economy. 

The biggest change was 
President Raul Castro's abol¬ 
ishment of the Ministry of 
Sugar, which was replaced 
with a state-run holding com¬ 
pany named Azcuba. 

Last year Cuba produced 
1.4 million tons of sugar — 
far below the output of the 
1980s of around eight million 
tons, when the former Soviet 
Union paid inflated prices for 
Cuba's sugar. 

"The country is prepared 
for a superior and more effi¬ 
cient zafra," said Vice Presi¬ 
dent Jose Ramon Machado, 
using the local word for the 
sugar cane harvest, as he vis¬ 
ited a sugar processing plant 
Thursday in the eastern city 
of Guantanamo. 

Azcuba president Orlando 


Celso Garcia told state media 
that he saw "exceptional 
short-term conditions" that 
would allow a production of 
between three and four mil¬ 
lion tons of sugar this season. 

Sugar used to be Cuba's 


main export, but it has 
dropped behind nickel, med¬ 
icine and biotechnology, and 
tobacco. Cuba's main sources 
of foreign currency are med¬ 
ical services and tourism.

Kanye West, Adele lead Grammy 
nods 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - US 
rapper Kanye West has won 
the most nominations for 
next year's Grammys, fol¬ 
lowed closely by British 
singer Adele, continuing her 
awards success despite recent 
health woes. 

West was nominated in 
seven categories for the 
music industry's top awards, 
to be given out February 12, 
while Adele got six nods — 
including three of the key cat¬ 
egories — as did Foo Fighters 
and Bruno Mars. 

Lady Gaga was arguably 
the star of the nominations 
show at the Nokia Theatre in 
Los Angeles, opening and 
closing the hour-long concert 
even though she is only nom¬ 
inated in three categories for 
the 54th annual Grammy 
Awards. 

But the substance of the 
evening was the nominations, 
which can make careers and 


add a lucrative boost to any 
artist or record. 

Adele's "Rolling in the 
Deep" was tipped for Record 
of the Year, along with Bon 
Iver's "Holocene," Hawaiian 
crooner Bruno Mars's 
"Grenade," "The Cave" by 
British folk rockers Mumford 
and Sons, and Katy Perry's 
"Firework." 

The London songstress's 
album "21" also led the nods 
for Album of the Year, and 
will fight it out with the Foo 
Fighters' "Wasting Light," 
Lady Gaga's "Bom this Way," 
Bmno Mars's "Doo Wops and 
Hooligans" and Rihanna's 
"Loud." 

Kanye West's seven nods 
include "All of the Lights" 
for Song of the Year, up 
against Mumford and Sons' 
"The Cave," Mars's 
"Grenade," Adele's "Rolling 
in the Deep" and Bon Iver's 
"Holocene." 

Although West garnered 
the most nods, mainly in rap 
categories, he could come 
away disappointed. Last year 
Eminem topped the nomina¬ 
tions with 10 nods but went 
home with only two gongs. 

In the running for Best 
New Artist — the category 
Adele won in 2009 — are The 
Band Perry, Bon Iver, J. Cole, 
rapper Nicki Minaj and 
Skrillex — the latter was 
shortlisted for five awards, as 
was Lil Wayne. 

Adele has continued to at¬ 
tract awards nods and gongs 
despite being dogged by 


throat problems which in Oc¬ 
tober forced her to cancel all 
engagements for the rest of 
the year and to undergo sur¬ 
gery. 

"We're in love with 
Adele," said the Band Perry's 
leader singer Kimberly Perry, 
while Grammy-nominated 
Canadian R and B singer 
Melanie Fiona added: "She's 
just completely rooted in the 
music. 

Mick Jagger and Bob 
Dylan were among the 
biggest stars at last year's 
Grammys show — and the US 
Recording Academy's boss 
Neil Portnow hinted that acts 
this year could include heavy 
metal veterans Van Halen. 

The big winners at the 
53rd Grammys were US 
country trio Lady Antebel¬ 
lum, and country music re¬ 
mains a strong current in this 
year's nominations, as well as 
Wednesday's show. 

"I have a brand new re¬ 
spect for Lady Gaga," Grand¬ 
master Flash — aka 
Barbados-born Joseph Sad¬ 
dler — said, adding that he 
didn't believe it when told 
Gaga was going to close the 
show with the country duo. 

"She was amazing 

tonight," he said. 

Grammys organizers this 
year cut the number of cate¬ 
gories in the awards show 
from 109 to 78, the first re¬ 
structuring since the music 
industry's top prizes were 
first handed out in 1959.

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Golf: Mcllroy shares lead at 
Hong Kong Open

HONG KONG (AFP) - World 
number two Rory Mcllroy was 
the joint leader after the first 
round of the $2.75 million 
UBS Hong Kong Open Thurs¬ 
day where the Northern Irish¬ 
man shot an impressive 
six-under-par 64. 

The US Open champion 
was joined by Alvaro Quiros 
and David Horsey after the 
Spaniard Quiros chipped in on 


the 18th and the English golfer 
hit a stunning approach to 
leave himself a tap-in as the 
light began to fade. 

Mcllroy went out early in 
the morning and tamed the 
blustery conditions at the 
Hong Kong Golf Club with a 
bogey-free round in what he 
described as his best-ever over 
the course. 

"It's my best here for sure," 
said the 22-year-old. "I han¬ 
dled the wind pretty well today 
and I think I have shot a 63 
here once but this was better 
than that given the condi¬ 
tions." 

Mcllroy, who was a runner- 
up in Hong Kong in 2008 and 
2009 was quick to keep his 
feet on the ground however. 

"There's still a long way to 
go in this tournament," he said. 
'Tve led a lot of tournaments 
from the first day, and I've won 
a couple of them, but I realize 
more than anyone, there is a 
long way to go - 54 holes. I'll 
have to play very, very well to 
pick up this trophy." 

Two birdies on his first 


nine and four on the back did 
it for Mcllroy, who played in a 
group that included reigning 
Hong Kong champion Ian 
Poulter, who struggled on the 
greens on his way to a plus- 
one 71. 

The Englishman couldn't 
buy a putt all round and left 
vowing to put in the hours on 
the practice green in the after¬ 
noon. 

"I'm obviously disap¬ 
pointed, the wind was tricky 
and I played nicely but didn't 
hole a putt out there," said 
Poulter. "I've got work to do 
tomorrow and this golf course 
will play tougher as it goes." 

Quiros, known for his long 
drives, had his short game to 
thank for joining Mcllroy at 
the top of the leaderboard, 
while Horsey's nine-iron to 
within two feet on the last left 
him with a simple birdie putt 
for a share of the lead. 

Quiros, 28, recovered from 
an errant approach shot on the 
par four last with a chip-in for 
birdie.

Football: Qatar desperate for 
World Cup breakthrough 


DOHA (AFP) - Gas-rich but 
success-starved Qatar believe 
they can build a football team 
good enough to qualify for a 
first World Cup before they 
controversially stage the tour¬ 
nament's 2022 edition. 

The tiny Gulf state came 
close to reaching the 1998 
global showpiece, but were de¬ 
nied by neighbours Saudi Ara¬ 
bia on an agonising final day 
of qualifying. 

The country then suffered a 
series of familiar failures until 
they hit the jackpot when FIFA 
sensationally awarded them 
the 2022 finals, where they 
will be certain of featuring as 
hosts. 

"The aim is to participate at 
a World Cup before 2022," 
said Sheikh Hamad bin Khal¬ 
ifa bin Ahmad Al-Thani, the 
president of the Qatar Football 
Association. 


That may be easier said than 
done for a country which will 
spend billions of dollars on 
building air-conditioned stadia 
to combat the dangers of play¬ 
ing in summer temperatures 
which can climb to a boiling 
50 degrees. 

At the moment, Qatar's na¬ 
tional team stands at 95 in the 
FIFA rankings, sandwiched 
between Lithuania and 
Botswana, but are hopeful of 
making the final round of 
Asian qualifying for the 2014 
finals. 

"The fact that one of their 
clubs, A1 Sadd, has just won 
the Asian Champions League 
has created a lot of confidence. 
The national team also be¬ 
lieves that they can do it." 

Football in Qatar continues 
to be dominated by highly- 
paid foreign talent. 

A Brazilian, Sebastiao 


Lazaroni handles the national 
team while 14 of the country's 
15 first division clubs are 
coached by foreigners. 

Furthermore, former Italy 
coach Marcello Lippi, a World 
Cup winner, and ex-Spanish 
boss Luis Aragones have both 
headed-up lucrative coaching 
clinics in the country. 

Frenchman Djamel Bel- 
madi, the coach of league 
champions Lekhwiya, first ar¬ 
rived in the Gulf state as a 
player in 2003. 

He believes that the game in 
the country has improved dra¬ 
matically in that period. 

"A1 Sadd are Asian champi¬ 
ons but they are only in mid¬ 
table in the Qatari 
championship. That's a sign of 
its strength and quality," he 
said. 

Qatar are also not afraid of 
bringing in foreign-bom players. 

In their last World Cup 
qualifier against Bahrain, 
Brazilian-born defender Mar- 
cone Amaral Costa was in the 
starting line-up while 
Uruguayan-born Sebastian 
Soria, a fellow naturalised 
Qatari, was on the bench. 

Despite the money lavished 
on players and infrastructure, 
many league matches are 
watched by just a smattering of 
fans.

Prompting booking rates to 
soar, the supply was very lim¬ 
ited in November. Prices 
ranged from $133 for a bed in 
a hostel dormitory and $797 
for a room in a four-star hotel 
in Kiev. 

"We asked the hotel own¬ 
ers to set reasonable prices, 
but we have no means of in¬ 
fluence," Lubkivski said. 

Prominent TV football 
commentator Olexandr 
Glyvynsky — who also acts as 


spokesman for the national 
football team — said he is par¬ 
ticularly concerned by bad 
roads. 

"My biggest worry is about 
fans coming by car. We have 
terribly few road signs, even 
fewer in Latin letters, no light 
and the roads are often cov¬ 
ered with potholes. Europeans 
risk having a culture shock 
here." 

But he added that while 
there were still organisational 
troubles "it's nothing compar¬ 
ing to those we used to have" 
before the stadiums were 
opened and there was still 
time to fix the remaining is¬ 
sues. 

In Kiev, where a new air¬ 
port terminal is to be inaugu¬ 
rated in June 2012, the 
authorities promised to inter¬ 
vene with the taxi companies 
whose drivers tend to exploit 
tourists.

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Child sex abuse cases tighten 
coaching scrutiny 


Fundraising Fencing

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Two 
high-profile US child sex 
abuse cases involving college 
assistant coaches have sparked 
calls for more background 
checks and tighter scrutiny on 
adults working with youth in 
sports. 

Former Penn State Univer¬ 
sity assistant American foot¬ 
ball coach Jerry Sandusky 
faces charges of sex abuse 
with eight boys over a 15-year 
period — one witness telling a 
grand jury he saw Sandusky 
rape a 10-year-old boy in a 
shower. 

Only a few weeks later, 
Syracuse University assistant 
basketball coach Bernie Fine 
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was fired after allegations of 
child molestation surfaced in¬ 
volving claims by three men. 

Child advocacy groups 
want more background checks 
on coaches and volunteers, 
more training on sex abuse 
awareness and prevention, at 
least two adults with children 
at all times and written policy 
on youth and coach interac¬ 
tion, steps similar to those 
taken after scandals in the 
Catholic Church and Boy 
Scouts of America. 

In an editorial, the Patriot 
Ledger newspaper of Quincy, 
Massachusetts, said the scan¬ 
dals ’’must lead all youth 
sports organizations to take a 
closer look at how better to 
protect young and vulnerable 
athletes who often revere the 
men to whom their growth and

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Football: Ronaldo 
confirmed as World 
Cup ambassador 



Brazilian former football star 
Ronaldo Nazario speaks dur¬ 
ing a press conference to 
announce his incorporation 
to the Brazil 2014 FIFA World 
Cup organizing committee. 

RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Global football icon Ronaldo 
was on Thursday officially un¬ 
veiled as the ambassador for 
the organising committee of 
the 2014 World Cup, to be 
hosted by his native Brazil. 

Ricardo Teixeira, the presi¬ 
dent of the Brazilian Football 
Confederation (CBF) and the 
WC2014 organising commit¬ 
tee, said it was now time for 
the whole country to get be¬ 
hind what he hopes will be the 
’’best ever World Cup" in his¬ 
tory. 

"As of now, we want every¬ 
one to get behind this project 
to help create the best ever 
World Cup and that is why we 


have called on the athlete who 
best symbolises the cream of 
Brazilian sport," Teixeira told 
reporters. 

Ronaldo, a two-time Ballon 
d'Or winner, said he was proud 
to take up a role which, in the 
past, has been performed by 
Michel Platini of France and 
Germany’s Franz Becken¬ 
bauer, ahead of the 1998 and 
2006 World Cups respectively. 

"I'm really proud and will 
give my best to help create the 
best World Cup there has ever 
been," said Ronaldo, a three¬ 
time FIFA World Player of the 
Year whose goalscoring genius 
led Brazil to the 2002 World 
Cup title. 

The 34-year-old, whose full 
name is Ronaldo Nazario de 
Fima, is widely regarded as 
one of the best strikers of his 
generation. 

He brought his storied but 
injury-hit career to an end in 
February, when he also an¬ 
nounced he had been suffering 
from a thyroid problem that 
made it difficult to control his 
weight. 

While in Europe he played 
for PSV Eindhoven, 
Barcelona, Real Madrid, Inter 
Milan and AC Milan, as well 
as Cruzeiro and Corinthians in 
Brazil. 

During his career Ronaldo 
notably won two World Cup 
trophies, in 1994 and 2002, 
and was twice voted the Bal¬ 
lon d’Or winner, in 1997 and 
2002. 
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Euro 2012s Ukraine under fire for poor 
preparations 


KIEV (AFP) - Ukraine has fi¬ 
nally opened all the stadiums 
that will host Euro 2012 
matches but there remain fears 
that the biggest event the 
country has hosted since inde¬ 
pendence will be mired in or¬ 
ganisational problems. 

After repeated delays 
Ukraine in the last weeks 


opened a reconstructed sta¬ 
dium in the capital Kiev for 
the football extravaganza and 
a completely new venue in 
Fviv to go with already ready 
facilities in Kharkiv and 
Donetsk. 

But hotel rooms will be in¬ 
sufficient in one city, transport 
issues yet to be resolved and 


Kiev hoteliers are planning a 
massive price hike during the 
championships which Ukraine 
is co-hosting with Poland. 

On top of the housing and 
transportation problems, the 
first events at the stadiums in 
Kiev, which will host the final 
on July 1, and Fviv were 
mired in organisational 
glitches. 

After three years of recon¬ 
struction, the first game at the 
70,000 seat Kiev Olympic 
Stadium on November 11 was 
marred by incidents due to 
malfunctioning infrastructure. 

Thousands of fans forced 
their way into the stadium as 
several turnstiles in the en¬ 
trance were closed for an un¬ 
known reason. Some climbed 
the two-metre-high fence, oth¬ 
ers broke metal doors to enter, 
witnesses said. 


"Thank God, there were no 
casualties," Olexiy Mochanov, 
a TV presenter, said on his 
blog blaming the authorities’ 
"idiocy" and poor organisa¬ 
tion. "I will never go to this 
stadium again." 

In Fviv, fans were forced to 
walk three kilometres (miles) 
from the nearest bus station to 
get into the 33,000 seat arena 
built in the city’s outskirts. 

"The organisation of the 
first matches was carefully 
analysed. All issues will be re¬ 
solved as quickly as possible," 
the head of the UEFA-funded 
local organising committee, 
Markian Fubkivski, told a 
press conference. 

The stadium in Kharkiv has 
been operational since 2009, as 
has the ultra-modem venue in 
Donetsk which has benefited 
from the support of the local 


tycoon and Shakhter Donetsk 
owner Rinat Akhmetov. 

But Donetsk even lacks 
hotel rooms to accommodate 
UEFA’s own official delega¬ 
tions — there were only 2,700 
available in October while 
UEFA demanded 5,500. 

"In all likelihood, there will 
be a need to organise charter 
flights from Kiev and Dne¬ 
propetrovsk for those who 
wish to attend matches in 
Donetsk," Fubkivski said. The 
room situation for fans there 
remains unclear. 

The three other host cities 
are better set to receive 
tourists during the tournament 
on June 8 — July 1, but prices 
may shock visitors as rates for 
hotel rooms and apartments 
for rent are expected to double 
or even triple.
